Plans  are  well  advanced  for  the  erection  of  a  small 
Emergency  Hospital  incorporating  new  living  accommodation  for 
the  two  district  Nurses.  The  site  is  to  be  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Buzza  Hill.  The  Hospital  Will 'provide  two  wards,  an  x  ray 
room  and  an  operating  room  for  emergency .  The  x  ray  apparatus 
has  already  been  acquired  and  is  proving  both  useful  and  efficient. 
An  excellent  Motor  Ambulance  has  been  presented  to  the  Islands 
and  garaged  opposite  Carri  Thomas  Schools. 

The  inauguration  of  telephonic  communication  to  the 
mainland  and  the  Air  Service  to  St.  Just  must  be  mentioned  for 
their  contribution  to  public  health.  By  means  of  the  Air  Service 
it  is  now  possible  to  reach  Penzance  Hospital  in  little  over  half 
an  hour  from  St.  Mary's.  For  a  sick  person  this  saving  of  time 
and  discomfort  must  prove  of  immense  benefit. 


SANITARY 


Water  Supply. . 

I  am  glad  to  understand  that  plans  are  being  made  to 
lay  new  water  mains  and  incorporate  a  chlorinating  plant. 

This  step  will  remove  what  has  long  been  a  source  of  anxiety 
and  potential  danger. 

The  quantity  has  been  satisfactory  in  spite  of  a  prolonged 

dry  season. 


Drainage . 

I  understand  that  plans  are  being  considered  to  introduce 
a  modern  drainage  system  to  Hugh  Town.  The  sewage  will  be 
pumped  up  to  the  Garrison  and  discharged  into  the  tide  way 
near  Morning  Point.  The  old  drains  along  the  town  beach  will 
then  be  disused.  In  view  of  the  number  of  justifiable  complaints 
that  are  made  about  the  drains,  this  proposal  is  a  most  welcome 
one  and  the  scheme  will  remedy  a  very  objectionable  feature  of 
the  town. 

HOUSING: - 


A  large  number  of  householders  complain  of  the  dampness 
of  their  Houses  and  of  ill  health  resulting  therefrom. 

Conditions  are  gradually  being  improved  by  the  remedy  of  defects 
where  possible  and  by  the  erection  of  new  dwellings.

Mary's),  on  the  East  side,  and  an  imaginary 
line  drawn  from  Nut  Rock  to  the  Steval  on  the  West  side, 
and  as  far  away  from  St.  Mary's  pier  as  the  draught  of  the 
Ship  being  moored  therein  will  with  safety  allow. 

B .  Additional  Station. 

That  part  of  St.  Mary's  Roaustead  lying  outside  and 
to  the  West  of  the  imaginary  line  drawn  from  Nut  Rock 
to  the  Steval,  and  as  near  the  Southern  Wells  point  of 
the  Island  of  Samson  as  the  draught  of  the  vessel  being 
moored  therein  will  allow  of  her  being  anchored  with 
safety.
